All  vessels  coming  into  the  port  of  San  Fran 
cisoo  from  a  foreign  country,  will  be  boai 
an  officer  as  soon  aa  practicable  after  theit 
and  no  passenger  from  a  foreign  country- 
allowed  to  land  without  a  proper  passport. 

II.  Passengers  eoming  mediately  from  New 
York  by  the  Uthmns,  or  from  Oregon  by  way  of 
Vancouver  Island,  will  not  be  considered  as  oo 
ing  from  a  foreign  country.  Maatera  of  steamer  a 
pl>ing  on  thoae  rnatea  will  make  a  aep.rate  liat  of 
th>-ir  way  paaaengere,  and  give  it  to  the  inapeotiog 
officer  as  he  enmes  on  board. 

III.  Passenger,  going  hence  to  Oregon  by  way 
of  Vancouver  l.iand  will  not  be  required  to  pro 
cure  passports. 

IV.  A  separate  Hit  will  be  made  of  passengers 
cming  on  boud  of  steamera  at  Vancouver  Island 
for  Oregon,  and  will  be  given  to  the  inapeciing 
officer,  who  will  come  on  board  at  Cape  Disap- 
pointment.

sufficiently  powerful  to  wage  war  against  the 
wealthiest  nation  in  tbe  world.  The  ab- 
surdity of  the  position  does  not  stem  to 
strike  tbe  Timu,  nor  is  it  very  palpable  to 
some  of  the  public  speakers  ;  for  we  observe 
the  same  oontradiotory  reasoning  and  the 
same  conflicting  statements  iterated  and  re- 
iterated to  tho  end  ef  the  obapter. 

The  Amerioan  war  is,  however,  at  length 
over,  and  the  immense  army,  according  to 
the  European  theory,    will   require  em- 
ployment on  new  battle-fields.   In  view 
of    this  contingency  Great    Britain  pre- 
pares her  vulnerable  territories  for  defence. 
It  is  useless  on  our  part  to  show  that  a  na- 
tion which  has  been  spending  iu  million  of 
dollars  a  dsy  on  war  alone,  and  accumulating 
upon  its  shoulders  a  monster  debt,  can  have 
but  one  policy,  and  that  one  peace.  Ten 
years  of  undisturbed  industry  will  place  the 
United  States  m  a  better  position  financially 
than  it  was  ever  in  before,  but  a  removal  of 
battle-fields  from  one  part  of  the  continent 
to  another— and  a  change  of  naval  warfare 
from   the    rivers    and    harbors    of  tbe 
Southern  States  to  every  ocean  and  every 
sea,  would  be  a  death-blow  to  tbe  pros- 
perity of  tbe  country  for  the  next  century. 
No  policy  oould  be  more  destructive,  end  we 
eannot  for  a  moment  imagine  any  man  of  in- 
fluence or  any  party  of  men  in  the  neighbor- 
ing Repnblio  advocating  a  measure  eo  glar- 
ingly suioidal.  Tbe  chances  of  war  are  at 
the  best  uncertain,  but  were  the  American 
people  indubitably  assured  of  the  possession 
by  force  of  arms  of  all  the  British  territory 
in  North  America,  it  would  not  compensate 
them  for  tbe  damage  which  they  wonld  sus- 
tain in  other  respects  from  war  with  Great 
Britain.   England  is  in  a  similar  position 
with  regard  to  the  United  Statee  i  no  .access, 
however  great,  oould  repay  her  for  the  com- 
merce which  wonld  be  destroyed,  the  trade 
whioh  wonld  be  crushed,  and  tbe  outcries 
which  would  emanate  from  a  starving  popu- 
lation.  Yet,  although  morality  and  expe- 
diency would  be  both  outraged  by  so  unna- 
tural a  contest,  we  oannot  olose  our  eyes  to 
possibilities,  and  tire  follies  that  are  as  in- 
herent in  oations  as  in  individuals  ;  and  this 
brings  us  to  tbe  consideration  of  our  own  help- 
lessness io  the  case  of  a  war  with  our  Amen, 
can  neighbors. 

While  elaborate  preparations  are  being 
made  tor  the  defence  of  the  British  territory 
east  of  the  Rooky  Mountains-while  the 
English  Government  are  willing  to  contri- 
bute £200,000  towards  erecting  fortifications 
at  the  various  strategic  points  in  Canada- 
Vancouver  Island  and  British  Colombia  are 
left  pretty  much  to  take  care  o!  themselves. 
Before  the  advent  of  tbe  Amerioan  war 
our  well  manned  and  ably  commanded 
naval  vessels  would  have  been  ample  tor 
every  emergency  ;  but  that  day  has  gone 
by.   The  art  of  naval  warfare  has  been 
revolutionised,  and  our  Esquimau  squsdron, 
however  efficient  and  however  brave,  would 
would  be  but  a  poor  match  for  the  force 
which  the  Americans  could  bring  againt  us. 
One  iron-clad  would  destroy  every  vestige  of 
our  defenee,  and  would  lay  Victoria  in 
ashes  in  a  couple  of  hours,   In  fact  as  we 
at  present  stand,  we  would  have  no  resource 
but  to  surrender,  and  the  whole  British  terri- 
tory west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  would  fall 
like  an  over-ripe  apple  into  tho  lap  of  th. 
United  States.    This  is  by   no  mesns 
a  gratifying  prospeot,  yet  it  is  one,  look 
what   way   we   will,  whioh   places  it- 
self   imperatively    before    us.     If  we 
wish  to  retain  possession  of  these  colonies, 
we  most,  or  rather  the  mother  country  most, 
adopt  a  more  effective  means  of  defence.  We 
must  take  a  leaf  from  our  neighbor's  dearly- 
bought  experience,  and  rely  on  land  fortifi- 
cation or  iron-plated  vessel.  If  we  do  not— 
if  Her  Majesty's  government  value  the  terri- 
tory at  so  small  a  figure  as  to  leave  things  as 
they  are— there  is  but  oue  alternative  in  the 
ease  of  war,'  and  that  is  quietly  to  suocumb. 
There  is  something  iu  this  pioture  too  morti- 
fying to  Englishmen,  and  we  think  some 
steps  should  be  taken,  now  that  the  subject  of 
colonial  defence  is  receiving  so  esrnest  sn 
attantion  in  England,  to  place  our  helpless 
condition  dearly  before  the  Imperial  author- 
ities.  Tbe  subject  of  fortifying  Esquimau 
and  Victoria  haa  been  frequently  talked 
about,  and  there  has  been  rumor  after  rumor 
to  the  affect  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
were  going  to  carry  such  a  system  of  defence 
into  immediate  practical  operation,  but  so  far 
W«  have  yet  to  see  the  first  workman  em- 
ployed.    Independent  of  the  local  benefit 
whioh  would  accrue  from  tbe  construction  of 
»  line  of  defensive  works  it  our  vicinity,  the 
national  necessity  which  exists  for  a  more  ef- 
fective means  of  protection  than  wooden  wells 
is  sufficient  to  induce  both  tbe  Governor  and 
the  Legislature  to  place  the  matter  forcibly 
before  tbe  Imperial  Government.

Mannei  ran  to  Seelie's  asaistanoe,  but  was 
also  fired  at  by  tbe  infnriatad  maniac,  tbe 
ball  passing  through  his  knee,  bnt  fortunately 
breaking  no  bones.  Dillon  was  at  onoe 
seized  by  Seelie  and  a  bystander,  bnt  man- 
aged to  discharge  a  third  shot  at  some  young 
men  passing  oc  the  opposite  side  of  tha 
street,  though  happily  without  effect.  A  gentle- 
man who  happened  to  be  passing  en  horse- 
back at  tbe  time,  at  once  rode  np  to  the 
police  barraoks,  and  gave  information  of  tbe 
occurrence,  when  Sergt  Wilmer  hastened  to 
tbe  spot,  and  arrested  the  wonld-be  murder- 
er and  oooveyed  him  to  gaol.  Dr.  Powell 
was  speedily  in  attendanoe  on  tbe  injured 
men,  and  dressed  their  wounds,  wbioh  fortu- 
nately are  not  sarioas.  The  ball,  a  small 
pellet  about  the  sise  ef  a  bookshot,  was 
readily  removed  from  Mr.  Seelie's  side. 
Had  it  taken  a  different  course,  however,  be 
might  have  been  killed.  Dillon,  who  is  tbe 
same  man  who  waa  reported  missing  a  short 
time  ago,  was  generally  believed  to  be  insane, 
and  when  tha  nt  was  on  him,  waa  the  terror 
of  tbe  neighborhood,  having  frequently  com- 
muted violent  assaults  on  persons  who  hap- 
pened to  ocme  near  him.  If  hie  dangerous 
character  was  as  well  known  as  it  seems  to 
have  been,  the  authorities  ara  to  blame  in 
allowing  him  to  remain  at  large,  endangering 
tbe  lives  of  the  people.
